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Where Did It Go?—What Does 
It Do? —Student Activity Fee 


Many OU students have been 
wondering where their 12-dolar 
student activity fee goes, how is 
it divided and for what is it pro- 
vided? 

For twelve dollars, OU -students 
reccive goods and services that at 
other universities cost from 25 to 
110 dollars a year. Universities and 
colleges larger and smaijer than 
Omaha U charge extra for year- 
books and for atheltic events. 

OU includes these in the twelve 
dollars charged to‘all students car- 
rying six or more credit hours. 

The student activities fee was 
raised this year from nine to 
twelve dollars to include three dol- 
Jars for the mew Student Center 
Program, 

The Dean of Students Office 
said that the University has no in- 
tention of raising the fee again in 
the immediate future. 

But the "Jniversity must pen: 
ate at least a year with the new 
Student Center Program to deter- 
mine how «vell it will work. This 
program is an ali new one to OU, 
and its financing must be given 
time to be evaluated. 

The’ 12-dollar activity fee 
broken down thus: 

$3—Publications (dlrectory, 
Tomahawk, Gateway). 

$3-—-Athletic vents.

$3-—Student Activitles (speat- 
ers, plays, dances). 

$3—Student Center Program. 

The Student Center Program in- 
cludes subscriptions to newspapers 
and magazines provided, film se- 
ries, teas and coffee hours for the 
student body and replacement of 
materials—all in the new building. 

A minimum fee to play pool or 
bow] will be charged extra. The 
Student Center fee is based on 
the figures 2,300 students multi- 
plied by six dollars apiece (three 
dollars each semester). It equals 


$13,800. 


“Chrenic objectors to student 
activities fees,” said Dean Jay B. 
MacGregor, “must accept the bit- 
ter truth that there is no ‘free 
lunch’ today. You pay for what you 
get in the world. If you want spe- 
cial services you must pay for 
them,” he asserted. 

The University budget this year 
allocated $11,670 to Student <Ac- 
tivities. This includes band, choir’ 
debate, drama, ances, the Christ- 
mas party, initramurals and WRA, 
IWOU, Inter-pep, assemblies” an 
the Student Council. 

Biggest allocations (from $1, 000 
to $1,700 each) went to men's in- 
tramurals and WRA, dramatic pro- 
ductions and the spring musical 
and to Homecoming.

“By attendnig 
summer classes, students may

Although outnurnbered by fel- 
low Pen and Swordsmen enrolled 
for the Bachelor of General Edu- 
-cation degree, the students repre- 
sent an increase over last year’s 
military science graduates, 

Marines number seven of -this 
year’s graduates, four are Army 
and two are Air Force. 

The program is also open to 
regular college students who wish 
to follow a military carer. Three 
are presently enrolled with repre- 
sentatives of the Armed Forces. 

‘According to Dean C. W. Helm- 

‘Btadter, College of, Applied Arts 
and Sciences, military personnel 
eligible for enrollment through the 
fall semester of 1961 have been 
notified of acceptance. 
. “Planning up to a year and a 
‘half in the future entails a con- 
siderable amount of teamwork be- 
tween the University and military 
‘elassification and assignment au- 
thorities,” he said. ; 

Candidates for the degree must 
complete at least six hours of for- 
eign language, 12 hours each of 


engineering and business adminis- 
tration, nine hours of political sci- 
ence and 22 hours: of: military 
science plus’ English, history and 
math courses, 

Leadership, logistics, air opera- 
tions and staff fiinctions are sam- 
ples of military: courses included 
in the 125 credit-hour program. 

Major Clarence Dahl, Marine 
Corps, who will complete two se- 
mesters in June, stated that “the 
program fits in with my military 
career: It is a stepping stone to a 
masters degree after retirement,” 
he said. 

Dan Traver, Army captain, be- 
lieves military science should re- 
ceive more publicity. “The aver- 
age student seems to think all 
Bootstrappers are in the educa- 
tion program,” he said. “It’s time 
for the “Lost Bootstrappers’ to 
receive recognition.” v

‘Gore emphasized that he will re- 


speech instructor Warren Gore to| turn to OU. 


Northwestern University for. the 
next year. 

Gore will leave OU in ‘Tune to 
complete work on his PhD. He 
was granted a year’s leave of ab- 
sence by -the Board of Regents 
this spring. 

Much of his time away will -be 
spent in research, looking up is- 
sues and cases for his dissertation, 
Gore said. He plans.a_ historical 
study covering controversial issues. 
in broadcasting during its first 
forty years. 

His research will take him into 

the industry to find out how the 
issues involved ‘are connected to 
outside events. Gore said, “Broad- 
easting is 40 years old but a great 
deal has happened in the last few 
years.” 
_ Present issues may be linked to 
the past he said. Recent quiz 
show scandals’ and payola investi- 
gations have brought talk of de- 
veloping a new broadcasting code. 
Gore said something such as this 
in the early days might have 
caused the creation of the Federal 
Communications Commission.

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importance of Sociology | 
Vogt Says Study of Human Beings Ficennial:.

“Sociology, as a study of human 
beings in their group relationships, 
is an important part of a liberal 
education.” 


So says Philip H. Vogt,” asso- 
clate professor of sociology at the 
University of Omaha since Feb. 
i this year. 

Vogt is a strong believer in the 
importance of this study in’ pro- 
viding the student an understand- 
ing of himself and others in rela- 
tion to the multitude of organiza- 
tions and institutions with which 
the individual is associated 
throughout his life. 


For twenty years County Wel- 
fare Administrator of “Douglas 
County, Vogt has had extended | 
experience in the practical ap- 
plication of sociology principles. 
During this period he directed 
social services to an average of 
26,000 people a year. 

Having gone, into applied sociol- 
ogy directly from school, actually 
atill as a student, Vogt now feels 
-that it is important that he pass 
on his experiences to a new gen- 
eration. 

He believes that ‘because of his

Vogt is very much: interested 
in recruiting young people into 


_ the field of applied sociology. 


Thousands’ are needed in’ social 
service: probation, parole, geri- 
atrics, city planning, recreation, 
insfitutional work. and many 
other specialized fields. 


“Sq much of social relationship 


is subjective--based on prejudices. 
Sociology -teaches. us that’ these 
are unreliable,” Vogt declares: | 


“By having to work with vest- 
ed interest groups, the sociolo-_ 
gist learns to apply the theories 


- into a practical relationship be- 


tween diverse groups ii a con- 


. structive, creative and “coopera- 


tive effort that brings results,” 
It is ‘this which he Hopes to im- 


press onhis students. He feels: that 
too many of the important posi- 
tions in the field are held by un- 
trained people—appointees 
politicians; positions which should 
be filled by professionally-trained 
eareer sociologists. 


_and 


“Our Social services are iwoe- 


fully Inadequate,” he says, and 
expressed the hope that at least 
a few from each ‘class would. 
" make applied sociology a career. 
“There are many opportunities 
‘available for a conscientious and 
dedicated sociologist.” 
“furthermore,” Vogt points out, 
“even for the individual who will 
not go into the field directly, the 
study of sociology offers many re- 
wards. It will help him to under- 


‘stand group relationships, to deal jj 


with others more objectively and 
effectively, and thus contribute 
directly to his personal, family, 
social and business life.” - 

Vogt is married and has two 
children. Hig daughter .attended 
QU for two years, and after, grad- 
uating from . Grinnell, is “now 
teaching! schoot in Omaha. His 
gon Jack is currently attending 
the University of Omaha. 


“I am ‘enjoying my work’ here 
-very much,” Vogt remarked; “par- 


ticularly,.my association with 
young people in class discussions. 
T- have had many very excellent 
students who are- showing. consid-. 
erable interest in this field.’
